Undoubtedly it is possible to re-
duee the opoerating costs of both of
these classos of lnstitutious, The
principie question thom Is how far
to go toward & reduction In our
oducational plant, both loeally and
for the state.

Bofore this 48 undortaken, how-
ever, would It not be Lhe part of
wisdom to eoxamine some olther
sources to see If very material sgy-
lugs oould not be made? It sdch
savings can be secured elsewhere ln
the governmentul maochinery. then
the need for drastie reductions In
the school aystem will obviously be
thus, reduced.

them only?

Just & fow years ago. In answer to
that demand such courses were fur-
nished, nnd proved to be popular
with the students, Bo popular wure
they that today In i school of more
than 200 only five studeuts in the
Ontario High school are roeading
Cucsar, while years ago evory boy
sud girl In the second year In High
school wus reading the commentora
of the famous Rowan general,
Now the publie, or st least an ac-
tive portion of It, is condemning the
vocatlonal conrmes and wants them
abollshed. Porhaps they are right,
The Argus will not dispute that
polnt. But how can we maintain
an educationsl system to obtain de-
finlte rosults If with every change
of the winds of popular oplulon we
cliange our school currioula

No matter what course Is taken
in this matter the public whould
act ouly after due dellberation.

Nothing should be done umrnly he-

onuse some group of citizens want
that course followed. After all the
suprema lost s what effect any
course will have on the future of the
boys nnd girle of the schools, It
mny mean a great deal to  them,
more perhaps than some people
realize. Above all things let the
mntter be approached without por-
sopil rapcor, and with the sole ob-
Jeet In mind that the publie school
syutem, the very foundation, bul-
wark and defense of popular govern-
ment shall not be wrecked,

BOUNTIES FOR ALL OR NONE

Either, the Htate of Oregon, and
the people of Malbeur county should
pay bountles for the extermination

of all the onemies of the farmer
and stockman or they should pay
for tho extermination of none of
them.

We tan wee no reason why a

bounty should be pald for the exter-
mination of the bob eat and the coy-
ote, and no bounty should be pald
for the extermination of the alfalfa
weevll, the coddling moth and the
cut worm.

On the theory of upon which
bountios are pald the business man
tog Is entitled to consideration, and
a bounty or reward owght to be pald
for the arrest uand conviction of
every check artist and dead beat,

It the stockman as one clasws of
taxpayer is entitled to  conslder-
atlon and special protection we can
not seo whereln there Is  equality
before the law,

If the theory of bounties In aban-
doned and the government hunters
were omployed Malheur county
would save not less than from $7000
to $10,000 aunually. That wounld
mosn & saving to the taxpayers of
Behool District No, 8, of approxi.
mutaly $1,000, or the equivalent of
reduclng the pumber of teachers
employed Iln the grammar school hy
one.

But that Is only one feature of
the paving securod by the ellmine.
ation of the bounty system, which |s
wrong In  prineiple. Under the
bounty systom thers (s no end on the
demand upon the taxpayer, while
under the hunter system the post
{n finally roemoved. Furthermore
under the hunter system a sclentifie
and purposoful campalgn I wagod
to got benoflelal results. Under
the bouniy system the bounty hunt-
er doos not kill the fomales, and
does not hunt during the breeding
season, The reason for this Is ob-
vious.

It s Just as logleal to expoct the
bounty hunter, or coyote furmer, to
kill the females on his territory as
to expect the sheepman to sell all

bis awes or the cattleman o  mar-

Even the stoockmen, who of all
others are interestod, unless It bhe
the coyote farmer, now comwmond
the hunter aystem, In the Decem-
ber number of the Natlonal
Wool Grower an able plea for the
oxtenslon of the hunter system and
a discussion of the bounty sysiem
written by Hugh Bproat of Bolse
It shows the chunge in the attitude
nclontific method, With this en-
dorsement It certainly merits the
consideration of those who are seok-

ing taxation rellef.
